Obssrvations  of 
the  use  of  and  dernar.d  for  the  fruit  h^ve  been  made  in  Eotterdarn,  .toster- 
dam,  Berlin,  Bremen,  H£jnb-ar.^,  Copenhagen,  Gothenburg,  Stockholn  and  Oslo 
and  Bergen,  IJorway,  since  liiv .  Smith  reported  upon  his  obcervations  in  the 
principal  cities  of  Great  Britain. 

These  observations  may  be  outlined  briefly  as  follows:    First  - 
ihe  acq\iaintance  of  the  British  people  with  grapefruit  is  at  about  the 
same  stffge  as  it  was  V7ith  the  jiLierican  people  in  1895.     The  people  on  the 
continent  knot;  less  about  it.     Secondly  -  Tliere  is  a  TJridespread  belief  all 
over  Europe  that  it  is  a  luxury  fruit.    Retail  prices  frequently  justify 
this  belief  v/hen  the  buying  por/er  of  the  people  of  Europe  is  taken  into 
consideration.     Thirdly  -  The  present  distribution  of  grapefruit  in  Europe 
is  in  a  very  embr;/onic  state  of  vmich  London  is  the  heart.     This  does  not 
mean  thst  distribution  is  not  widespread  as  fruit  from  Florida  was  to  be 
seen  in  all  ccan tries  visited  by         Smith.     Four thly  -  The  indiistry  in 
this  country  must  invest  money  freely  in  exploiting  European  me.rkets  if 
the  use  of  the  fruit  is  to  reach  a  degree  that  ;vill  call  for  volume.  This 
money  must  be  spent  in  placing  the  fruit  before  the  Europen.n  people  and 
teaching  them  its  use. 

Recommendations  for  increasing  the  use  of  and  popularizing  gi-ape- 
fruit  in  Great  Britain,  given  in  the  January  15  issue  oi  The  B.il.E.  ITews, 
also  apply  to  conditions  as  fo"jnd  on  the  continent.

Plans  looMrg  toward  the  formation  of  a  Mew  ''.^ork  I'ood  Marketing  Re- 
search Council  are  no'.?  under  way  as  a  result  of  the  conferences  held  at 
ITew  York  City  March  23  and  24.    Walter  P.  Hedden,  Research  Agent  in  Market- 
ing, v/as  in  Vnachington  yesterday  T/orking  on  a  definite  program  to  he  sub- 
mitted for  criticism  and  suggestions  to  the  institutions  signifying  a.  de- 
sire to  join  the  council.     It  is  planned,  to  hold  a  formal  organization  meet- 
ing in  May  or  June  '.vhen  the  governing  principles  of  the  council  will  be 
adopted,  officers  elected  and  a  program  ratified.     Dr.  Taylor's  interest  in 
the  project  is  indicated  by  the  follov^ing  letter  read  at  the  preliminary 
meeting : 

"The  food  marketing  problems  of  Nev/  York  City  interest  us,  both  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  producers  v/ho  are  shipping  produce  to  ITevv  York  City 
and  from  the  standpoint  of  the  city,  consumers.  It  is  apparent  that  there 
are  many  different  organizations  interested  in  studying  this  problem.  It 
is  important,  therefore,  that  these  forces  should.  b@  miited  in  order  that 
a  imified  program  may  be  planned  and  carried  out. 

"It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  cooperate  with 
all  those  interested  in  an  undertaking  of  this  kind  and  it  is  not  desired 
to  investigate  these  problems  independently  where  there  are  others  who  are 
in  a  position  to  participate  in  the  undertaking.    You  have  a  very  definite 
program  and  I  am  sure  that  those  present  at  the  meeting  viHl  be  able  to 
effect  an  organization  and  a  '"orking  plan  that  v/ill  greatly  increase  the 
efficiency  of  this  kind  of  work  m  Hew  Yoik  City.''

Ajrrivals  and  sales  of  apples  in  the  Liverpool  market  for  a  given 
period  have  been  analyzed  bv  Zdvvin  Smith  to  determine  what,  if  any,  effect 
large  shipments  from  the  ¥est  coast  via  the  Panama  Canal  has  upon  British 
apple  markets.     From  his  studies,  Mr.  Smith  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
arrival  of  large  refrigerator  ships  direct  from  the  Pacific  Coast  ports  is 
not  disastrous  to  the  markets.     He  points  out  that  coincident  with  the 
arrival  of  these  cargoes  the  market  hss  shown  additional  strength  in  more 
instances  than  it  has  shov<n  ^j'veakness.     Panama  shipments  have  a  good  reputa- 
tion, end  from  personal  observations,  Mr.  Smith  reports  that  this  opinion 
is  vrell  founded.     In  addition  to  maintaining  the  good  reputation  of  the 
carrying  quality  of  direct  refrigerator  phips,  Mr.  Smith  s^iggests  that  ship 
owners  should  make  every  effort  to  coordinate  their  sailings.

The  report  deals  especially  with  the  Jersey  City  market  which  is  recognized 
as  the  highest  lamb  market  in  the  co on trj^  during  most  of  the  year,  but  has 
been  subject  to  violent  price  fluctuations  during  the  summer  months  when 
receipts  are  large.     'Ihis  pamphlet  is  timely  and  is  designed  to  aid  in  the 
campaigns  for  promoting  quality  being  put  on  by  a  niji^iber  of  the  states.

Leon  M.  Estatrook  irrill  sail  on  the  S.  S.  President  Hoosevslt 
from  Ne77  York  April  25  for  Cherboiorg,  France,    Prom  Cherbourg  he  vrill 
go  to  Paris  and  then  to  Home  to  make  his  headquarters  for  stimulating 
the  world's  census  of  agriculture  for  193^  fostered  by  the.  Internc^tional 
Institute  of  Agriculture, 

In  outlining  the  procedure  he  expects  to  follo'^7,  Mr.  Estabrook 

states: 

"At  an  early  date  it  T7ill  be  necessary  to  select  and  appoint  an 
assistant  director  vho  possesses  the  required  combination  of  statistical, 
linguistic,  and  diplomatic  qualifications.    Probably  the  next  step  will 
be  to  take  an  inventory  of  the  resources  of  the  institute,  its  personnel, 
the  number  of  languages  its  personnel  can  translate,  the  material  avail- 
able in  the  library  and  files  of  the  institute,  and  how  the  personnel 
and  material  can  be  utilized  to  the  best  advantage  in  connection  T/ith  the 
"World  census  project. 

"Following  this,  a  carefu.l  study  will  be  made  of  the  censuses 
taken  by  the  adhering  governments  in  the  past  and  data  will  be  compiled 
to  show  the  organization  or  machinery  -each  country  now  has  for  taking  . 
censuses  and  for  m.aintaining  crop  and  livestock  reporting  services, 

"With  this  information  as  a  f o'andation,  I  shall  then  proceed  to 
outline  standard  forms  of  agricultural  and  livestock  scfhedules,  define 
the  term.s  and  units  of  measiore  to  be  used  in  the  different  languages  of 
all  the  77  adhering  goverrjnents,  and  prepare  a  v/orld  census  project 
program,  all  of  which  will  be  submitted  for  consideration  and  approval 
of  the  General  Assembly  that  will  meet  in  Rome  in  May,  192b,    After  this, 
will  come  the  diplomatic  mission  to  the  capitals  of  the  adhering  governments 
in  order  that  the  census  project  may  be  explained  to  the  proper  officials 
and  their  good  v/ill,  cooperation,  and  support  secured  for  making  the  project 
effective," 

World  Census  Presents  Many  Problems. 

The  foregoing  will  indica,te  Mr,  Estabrook* s  general  plan  of  pro- 
cedure so  far  as  it  can  be  outlined  in  advance.  Uaturally  a  great  many 
difficulties  may  be  expected  in  a  v/orld  census  in  addition  to  those  in- 
volved in  a  census  in  the  United  States.  One  is  the  diversity  of  languages 
and  of  units  of  measure,  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  units  of  measure 
within  a  single  country,  and  wide  differences  in  customs,-  farm  practices, 
and  the  kinds  of  crops  and  livestock  grown. 

The  agricultural  and  livestock  census  of  1930  "^'hich  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  is  proposing  for  all  countries  will  be  taken  and 
financed  by  the  m.ember  nations  in  accordance  with  the  plans  outlined  by  the 
institute.    One  of  the  difficulties  to  be  surmounted  vlll  be  in  convincing 
the  proper  officia.ls  of  the  various  governments  ths.t  the  expense  of  an 
agricultural  census  will  be  justified  even  though  their  government  has  been 
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"unable  to  'balance  its  budget  and  other  projects  are  of  pressing  importance. 

Mr.  Estahrook  says:     "It  is  hoped  that  the  director  and  the  assistant 
director  of  the  viorld  census  project  will  be  ahle  to  te  of  sorae  service  to 
the  various  governjnents  in  suggesting  ways  and  means  of  utilizing  existing 
agencies  and  improved  methods  which  v/ill  greatly  reduce  the  expenses  involved. 
It  is  to  he  expected  also  that  the  International  Institute  will  have  the 
active  cooperation  not  only  of  the  delegates  from  the  memher  nations,  but 
of  various  international  organizations  such  as  the  International  Statistical 
Association  and  the  Pan  American  Union,  as  well  as  of  various  national 
statistical  and  comnnercial  organizations." 

h .    ASSIGfflvENTS  FOR  COST  OF 

MARKET  INO  PERSQMIEL  AI'mOTOCED. 

Plans  for  the  irar.ediate  assignement  of  the  personnel  engaged  on  cost 
of  marketing  work  have  been  announced  "by  C.  V/.  Kitchen,  chairman  of  the 
Cost  of  Marketing  Committee.     In  a  memorandum  dated  April  7,  ^^'^^  -  Kitchen 
stated : 

"Until  the  retail  meat  investigation  is  completed,   it  is  desired 
that  Mr.  Ballow,  Miss  Beard,  Mr.  Buchanan,  Miss  Bamon,  Mr.  Gardner, 
Miss  Lang,  and  Mr.  Ecudahush  devote  their  entire  time  to  that  work, 
Mr.  Gardner  will  be  looked  upon  as  the  senior  member  of  this  group  and 
will  assume  direct  responsibility  for  handling  the  cost  phases  of  the  retail 
meat  investigation,  at  least  until  the  material  is  ready  for  final  analysis, 
when,  of  course,  he  will  cooperate  with  other  members  of  the  bureau  who  are 
preparing  reports  on  other  phases  of  the  investigation.    The  retail  meat 
investigation  is  now  considered  a  part  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats, 
and  Wool  and  under  the  plan  outlined  in  the  announcem.ent  hy  Dr.  Ta^'^lor, 
the  employees  referred  to  ahove  are  assigned  to  that  division  and  will  work 
under  general  instructions  issued  hy  Mr.  v7halin. 

"Mr.  Sv;arthout  and  Mr.  7i/helan  will  he  connected  with  the  Division 
of  Agricultural  Cooperation,  although  Mr.  Swarthout  will  serve  as  a 
permanent  member  of  the  Committee  on  Cost  of  Marketing  and  give  advice 
in  connection  with  all  cost  of  marketing  projects  which  may  he  undertaken. 
Miss  Brodsky  has  already  heen  transferred  to  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and 
'ifJcol  Division, 

"Mr.  Lister  will  devote  his  time  to  the  completion  of  the  margin 
studies  based  on  m^aterial  gathered  at  Center  Market,  and  serve  as  a  member 
of  the  Departmental  Committee  now  making  the  annuc'l  audit  of  the  books  at 
Center  Market." 

5 .     GERMAN  DELEGATIOH 

TO  VISIT  BUREAU. 

The  German  delegation  headed  by  Frederick  Eagedorn,  German  Secretary 
of  State  for  Agriculture,  which  has  come  to  study  American  methods,  arrived 
in  Nev/  York  last  Satwdaj^  and  is  expected  to  vist  the  b-ureau  during  the 
course  of  its  stay  in  this  countrjr.    This  German  joint  commission  of 
government  and  agricultural  societies  is  scheduled  to  spend  several  months 
in  America  studying  agricultural  econom.ics,  farm  management,  stock  raising, 
dairying,  agricultural  machinery,  soil  improvem.ent ,  seed  propagation  and 
related  subjects. 
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6 .  WAREHOUSE  COMHSNCE       '  •.  .  . 

SWIUGS  INTO  ACTIOl^.  "  .  . 

Promoting  Toetter  acquaintanceship  among  the  staff  and  estalilishing 
a  common  ujider standing  of  and  point  of  vie^^r  toward  their  pro^blems  '^ith  a 
vievT  to  solving  them  are  the  pnrposes  for  7/hich  the  field  staff  of  the 
■Warehouse  Division  is  gathered  in  Washington  this  week,  according  to 
-H.  S.  Yohe  who  opened  the  conference  yesterday  afternoon.    Mr.  Yohe  said- 
it  was  essential  that  the  men  should  know  each  other  and  know  something  of'' 
the  other  fellow's  problems.    He  pointed  out  that  all  proolems  are  comparahle 
whether  the  subject  matter  relates  to  cotton,  tobacco,  grain  or  wool.  He 
said  there  was  need  for  coordinated  action  and  invited  the  field  men  to 
offer  suggestions  for  shaping  policies  in  administering  the  warehouse  act, 

Lloyd  S.  Tenny  spoke  on  the  counts  in  our  daily  tasks  that  determine 
whether  we  are  winning  or  losing.    He  said  that  each  one  of  us  should  have 
a  clear-cut,  definite  aim  in  mind  and  then  work  toward  that  aim,  determining 
as  we  proceed  v/hether  oior  services  are  benefiting  mankind,  and  whether  we  are 
facilitating  somebody  else's  service,    Vife  should  recognize  the  other  fellow's 
aim  and  cooperate,  because,  Mr.  Tenny,  pointed  out,  Y/e  can  advance  our  own 
cause  still  farther  if  we  help  the  other  fellow  and  have  him  help  us.  He 
urged  members  of  the  bureau  to  get  acquainted  with  each  other  and  with  the 
work  as  a  whole  so  that  they  might  improve  their  efficiency  as  salesmen  of 
our  organization.    Warehousing  is  one  step,  but  a  very  vital  one,  he  said 
in  the  big  process  of  marketing,  and  improv6m.ent  of  efficiency  in  that  step 
will  do  much  toward  the -solution  of  the  economic  problems  of  marketing 
agricultural  products. 

Dr.  Taylor  praised  the  staff  and  stated  that  he  was  well  pleased  with 
the  way  the  work  had  been  carried  on.    He  pointed  out  that  the  Warehouse  Divi- 
sion is  one  of  a  number  of  units  -of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  attempting 
to  render  service  primarily  ta  farmers,  and  suggested  that  the  worker  in 
prosecuting  his  individual  task  not    lose  sight  of  the  big  program  of  the 
bureau  looking  toward  orderly  production  and  orderly  marketing.    He  also 
stated  that  the  work  of  the  Warehouse  Division  ties  up  closely  Yiith  the 
credit  system,  of  the  country  as  well  as  with  the  system  for  orderly  marketing, 
and  urged  each  one  to  study  his  work  in  its  relation  to  other  governmental 
activities.    Satisfaction  for  service  rendered  to  the  country  is  a  large 
part  of  the  compensation  of  Government  work,  he  concluded-

The  Director  of  Personnel  and  Business  Administration  of  the  depart- 
ment has  called  special  attention  to  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller  Gen- 
eral, ITo.  A-6672,  iss^ded  April  1,  1925;  in  which  it  ^vas  held  that  posi- 
tions must  he  allocated  under  the  Classification  Act  hefore  employees  may 
enter  upon  duty,  and  that  pay:r:3nts  of  salary  made  hefore  such  allocation 
has  heen  approved  oy  the  personnel  Classification  Board  are  illegal.  The 
Comptroller  General  states: 

"  Credit  will  not  he  allowed  for  any  pajTconts  made 

as  compensation  for  service  heti.veen  date  of  appointm.ent  and 
date  of  final  allocation  in  the  case  of  appointments  hereafter 
made  to  positions  which  have  not  first  heen  allocated  hy  the 
Personnel  Classification  Board. 

"  No  compensation  is  payahle  for  any  period  of  time 

prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  appointment  when  the  duties 
of  the  position  were  ass^jmed." 

This  means  that  so  far  a.s  Washington  appointments  are  concerned 
no  person  shall  he  allovved  to  enter  upon  duty  -ontil  the  position  has  heen

"To  meet  the  situation  caused  by  changes  of  personnel  in  the  field 
service  and  to  insure  the  fullest  possible  support  to  the  President's 
policy  of  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  transaction  of  Government  business, 
it  is  hereby  established  as  a  definite  policy  of  the  department  that  all 
executive  officials  and  their  principal  subordinates  connected  with  the 
field  units  of  the  department  throughout  the  United  States  and  its  posses- 
sions will  associate  themselves  v;ith  the  local  Federal  Business  Associa- 
tions, wherever  they  have  been  organized,  and  that  they  will  take  an  active 
interest  in  the  work  of  these  associations.     It  is  also  desirable  that 
officials  of  the  department  take  an  active  part  in  the  formation  of  new 
Federal  Business  Associations  in  places  indicated  by  the  Coordinator  for 
the  Area  in  wMch  they  are  located."

GP.AIES  AIQ'TOUHCED. 

Three  public  hearings  on  proposed  tentative  United  States  grades 
for  flue-cured  tobacco  will  he  held  by  the  warehouse  Division  as  follows:

Building,  beginning  at  10  a.m. 
May  12  -  Haleigh,        C.  ,  Board  Eoom,  New  igricult^aral  Building,

May  19  -  New  Ycrk  City,  Court  Room  401,  Court  House  Building, 

park  Row,  beginning  at  10  a.m. 
The  hearings  will  be  inder  the  direction  of  H.  S.  Yohe,  in  charge 
of  the  Administration  of  the  warehouse  act,  Frank  B.  Wilkinson,  in  charge 
of  tobacco  standardization,  and  J.  V.  Morrow,  Assistant  in  Tobacco  Stand- 
ardization.   Lloyd  S.  Tenny  is  planning  to  attend  the  hearings  at  Richmond 
and  Raleigh. 

These  are  the  first  public  hearings  to  be  held  by  this  bureau  on 
tobacco  grades,  following  v/hich  it  is  expected  to  publish  tentative  stand- 
ards for  the  four  types  of  flue-cured  tobacco.    Permissive  grades  for  20 
of  the  leading  types  of  tobacco,  covering  approximately  80  per  cent  of  the 
American  production,  liave  been  worked  out  by  the  bureau,  and  are  now  in 
use  by  various  tobacco  associations. 

4.     PARM  MANAGEMENT  STTJDY 

YIELDS  IRA-CgiCAL  RESULTS. 

Ti7enty-one  tobacco  farmers  in  Charlotte  County,  Va.  ,  in  order  to 
increase  their  incomes,  are  adopting  changes  in  the  operation  of  their 
farms  suggested  as  a  result  of  a  two-year  farm  management  and  tobacco  cost 
study  in  th-at  area.     The  farm.s  of  those  cooperating  in  this  study  will  be 
known  as  farm  management  demonstration  farms  and  will  be  of  value  in  demon- 
strating to  other  tobacco  farmers  the  results  that  can  be  secijured  by  adopt- 
ing plans  of  production  suggested  by  the  farm  management  study. 

The  new  project  is  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Extension  Division. 
Specialists  from  the  extension  division,  and  A.  P.  Brodell,  of  the  Division 
of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  recently  visited  the  area  and  worked  out  a 
plan  for  increasing  the  i^rofits  for  each  individual  farmer  cooperating  in 
the  new  study.     The  farmers  in  the  ne\i  project  cooperated  in  the  farm  man- 
agem.ent  and  tobacco  cost  stiidy  carried  on  in  this  area  in  1922  and  1923. 
The  recomm.endations  ivere  made  after  considering  the  results  for  each  farm 
in  comparison  with  the  results  for  other  farms,  and  after  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  adaptability  of  the  farm  and  the  ability  of  the  farm  oper- 
ator for  carrying  out  the  changes  suggested. 

The  su^'gestions  and  plans  developed  varied  widely  on  different  farms. 
A  plan  for  pucting  the  major  enterprise,  which  is  tobacco,  on  a  more  prof- 
itable basis  was  vrorked  out  for  most  farms.     'Aie  county  agent  will  visit 
the  cooperating  farms  at  frequent  intervals,  assisting  them  in  putting  into 
actual  practice  the  plans  developed.     A  com.parison  of  earnings  on  these 
farms  over  a  series  of  years  will  furnish  a  definite  measure  of  the  value 
of  farm  management  studies  for  increasing  farm  profits.

"g.  Reports  from.  Porto  Rico  will  he  included  as  a  regular  part  of  the 

^       crop  reporting  program,  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  if 
plans  now  under  way  are  "brought  to  a  successful  conclusion,  according  to 
IK.  E.  Callander,  Chairman  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  who  has  Juot  ret^arned 
from  Porto  Rico. 

Mr.  Callander  went  to  Porto  Rico  on  A-pril  18  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  ina.ug-aration  of  a.  crop  reporting,  service  for  the  island.     He  found  that 
the  Insular  Departm.ent  of  Agriculture  and  Lahor  v/as  already  getting -some 
data  concerning  sugar  production,  but  that  for  other  crops  very  little  v;as 
being  done  along  statistical  lines..   After  traveling  ohrough  varioirs  parts 
of  the  island  for  several  days  with  a  representative  of  the  Insular  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  a  tentative  plan  of  cooperation  was  drawn  up  and  is  nov/ 
being  considered  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agricultiore  and  Labor  for  Porto  Fdco, 
and  by  this  department.     "Jnder  the  proposed  plan  of  cooperation,  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Insular,  Departm.ent,  familiar  with  agricultural  conditions 
on  the  island  i7ill  be  designated  to  act. as  a  special  representative  of  this 
department  and  will  gather  and  furnish  to  this  bureau  at  Washington,  by 
cable  and  letter,  periodical  reports  on  sugar,  tobacco,  cotton,  grapefruit, 
oranges  and  pineapples.     A  definite  schedule  of  reports  is  now  being  worked 
out. 

Sugar  Centrals  Runnin^-: 

To  Eu 11  C apa c  i  b y . 

1/Ir.   Calla,nder  found  that  the  sugar  centrals  on  the  island  \7ere  run- 
ning to  their  full  capa.city  during  the  last  week  in  A.pril  and  still  had  a 
large  quantity  of  cane  to  grind.     The  total  output  of  sugar  for  the  year  is 
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likely  to  run  consideralDly  aToove  previous  estimates,  he  says.     One  central 
is  reported  to  he  importing  ccnsideratle  cane  from  Santa  Domingo  for  grind- 
ing.    Many  new  varieties  of  cane  are  hcing  tried  out  in  Porto  Rico  with  con- 
siderahle  success,  he  reports.     Several  varieties  with  a  much  higher  sugar 
content,  as  well  as  a  greater  tonnage  have  been  found  and  are  heing  dis- 
semina.ted . 

"There  is  little  lihelihood  of  .any  material  increase  in  the  acreage 
devoted  to  sugar  cane  in  Porto  Rico,"  llr .  Callander  states.  ''Fractically 
all  of  the  land  suitable  for  grov/ing  cane  is  now  planted  to  this  crop,  It 
is  possible  that  some  of  the  land,  especially  in  the  drier  sections  may  be 
planted  to  Sea  Island  cotton  instead  of  s^-ar  cane  should  the  present  low 
prices  for  sugar  continue.     Production  costs  for  sugar  are  considerably 
higher  in  Porto  Rico  than  in  Cuba  because  of  the  necessity  of  using  fertili- 
zers extensively.     Prom  only  thi^ee  to  five  crops  are  secured  from  one  plant- 
ing of  cane,  T/hich  is  very  much  less  than  is  the  case  in  the  heavy  produc- 
ing sections  of  Cuba. 

"Pineapples  are  proving  to  be  one  of  the  most  profitable  crops  on  the 
island  at  the  present  time,  and  extensive  plantings  are  to  be  found.  The 
shipping  season  is  on  and  -large  shipments  are  now  coming  to  the  United  States 

"Grapefruit  are  grown  er.tensively ,  m^ostly  by  continental  Am.ericans. 
There  have  been  no  nev;  plantings  for  several  years,  however,  as  the  crop  has 
not  been  very  profitable.     It  is  yielding  a  fair  return  this  season,  however. 
Much  of  the  orange  production  of  the  island  is  from  wild  trees  and  the  volume 
varies  very  much  with  the  prices.     When  the  price  is  high  the  natives  go  into 
the  hills  and  bring  do\vn  the  oranges.     V/hen  prices  are  low,   the  oranges  are 
allowed  to  ret  on  the  ground,  as  they  will  not  justify  the ' expense  of  gather- 
ing and  shipping. 

Tobacco,  An  Importa.nt  Crop. 

"Tobacco  is  one  of  the  most  important  crops  in  Porto  Rico.     The  pro- 
duction this  year  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  22,500,000  pounds,  compared  to 
better  than  28,000,000  pounds  last  year.     However,  while  the  total  produc- 
tion is  less  than  a  year  ago,   the  quality  is  much  better.     Much  of  the  better 
quality  of  tobacco  is  grown  in  the  shade  in  the  vicinity  of  Caguas.  Prob- 
ably better  than  50^  of  the  tobacco  produced  on  the  island  is  grown  under 
contract  by  firm^s  which  buy  the  rest  of  the  tobacco  on  the  island.     It  is 
estimated  that  20^  of  the  tobacco  grov/n  is  made  into  cigars  and  ciga.rettes, 
the  remainder  being  shipped  in  the  leaf. 

"The  growing  of  Sea  Island  cotton  in  Porto  Rico  is  being  actively 
pushed.     The  Insr'''ar  Department  of  Agriculture  is  taking  much  interest  in 
the  crop.     TJr^e  Sea  Island  variety  is  the  only  one  grown,  and  efforts  are 
being  made  to  keep  the  seed  pure  and' improve  production  by  the  use  of  better 
methods  of  fertilization  and  cultivation,     Yields  as  high  a.s  1500  to  1900 
pcjinds  of  seed  cotton  per  acre  are  reported.     The  average,  hov/ever,  is  rather 
lovi/.     About  1900  bales  of  Sea  Isla.nd  cotton  were  ginned  from  the  past  season' 
crou."

Greater  publicity  for  market  neus,  particilarly  through  more  complete 
utilization  of  radio  and,  the  press,,  the  possihility  of  putting  out  more 
com.prehensive  v;oo±  market .  reports  and  extendirig  the  service  to  markets  other 
than  Boston,  and  the  pra.cticahili ty  of  meking  further  suhdivision  of  our 
present  medt  grades  and  of .quoting  certain  classes  of  meats  on  a  weight  as 
\vell  as  a  grade  basis  viere  among  the  topics- given  serious  consideration  at 
the  conference  held  here  last  Friday  and  Saturday  by  the  Livestock,  Moats 
and  \v"ool  Division.     The  conference  recommended  that  a  glossary/  of  terms  used 
in  the  livesto-ck,  meat  and  '«vool- market.  nev;s  service  be  prepared  immediatel2/, 
but  it  voted 'that  it  v/ould  be  inadvisable  under  present  circimstances  to  put 
mimeographed  reports  on  a  fee  basis.-

TO  B5  PUBLISHED  IIJ  EEAR  IUTUEZ-.  ; 

\r  A.  Wheeler,  K.  B.  Seeds,  and  S.  C.  Parker,,  of  the  Hay,  Teed  and 
Seed  Division,  are  noi7  editing-  and  revising  the  work  accomplished  the  past 
year  on  grades  for  alfalfa  h^ay,  prairie  hay  and  Johnson  hay;  also  the  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the- inspection  of  hay.     Hhe  new  grades  and  the 
revised  rules  and  regulations  will  be  F-i^Hshed  and  recommended' for  use  in 
the  near  future  and  "by  the_  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year . 

United  States  grades  for  alfalfa,  prairie  and  Johnson  hay  recently 
submitted  at  t'^entj^- three  public  hearings  held  in  all  the  important  hay 
markets  and  producir^  regions  of  the  '  coujitry  received  universal  commenda- 
tion and  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  producers,  dealers  and  receivers 
interested  in  hay  marketing.     The  sentiment  was  expressed  at  practically 
all  of  the  hearings  that  the  proposed  grades  v/ere  much  more  simple,  prac- 
tical and  useful  than  hay  grades  heretofore  used  in  the  trade.     The  tenta- 
tive grades  submitted  at  the  hearings  are  to  be  revised  slightly  to  incor- 
porate a  few  constructive  suggestions  made  by  those  who  attended  the -hear- 
ings on  the  Pacific  Coast,  at  .Kansas  City  .and  at  Lansing. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  features  of  the  pablic  hearings  on  hay 
grades  conducted  by  Mr.  Wheeler  and  ^ir.  Pa:rker  was  the  acceptance  of  U.  S. 
hay  grade  specifications  for  prairie  hay  and  Johnson  hay  in  Texas  "by  the 
U.  S.  Army  Veterinary  Corps  officers  and  the  dealers  as  a  basis  for  the 
satisfactory  and  ecraitable  handling  of  army  hay  contracts.     ?or  many  years 
there  has  been  raij.ch  dissension  and  trouble  in  Texas  in  the  filling  of  army 
forage  contracts,  caused  by  the  loose  and  indefinite  specifications  hereto- 
fore used.    All  interested  parties  in  Texas  agree  that  the  U.  S.  grades  are 
greatly  needed  in  this  business  and  that  the  grades  proposed  are  so  simple 
and  definite  that  they  will  :form  a  basis  for  eqioi table  dealing.     The  Army 
Veterinary  Corps  officers  realize  that  thousands  of  dollars  can  be  saved 
to  the  Army  by  the  use  and.  proper  application  of  the  new  grades. 

ITegotiations  are  now  being  conducted  with,  numerous  western  and  middle 
western  states  with  respect  to  the  adoption  of  the  ne'w  hay  grades  by  these 
states,  and  the  organization  of  shipping  point,  and  ter.iainal  market  inspec- 
tion service.     Tentative  plans  are  being  made,  for  inspectors'  training 
schools  at  Montgomery,  San  Antonio,  Phoenix,.  Kansas;  City,  and  ivashington  D.C.

Demand  for  egg  inspections  is  constantly  increasing  trxough  the  ef- 
forts of  our  IIei7  York  inspector,  P.  Va .  Polster,  v/ho  has  been  aggressive  in 
selling  the  service  to  the  trade.     During  April  a  total  of  282  inspections 
was  made  covering  158-1/2  honors.     Charges  for  the  service  are  at  the  rate 
of  $2.00  per  hour  and  the  receipts  for  last  month  to.talled  $317.  ".Anong  the

There  lias  ^oeen  some  mi smider standing  on  the  part  of  raany  employees 
as  to  the  relation- of  leave  of  aogence  to  efficiency  ratings.     It  is  the 
dosiro  of  the  bureau  to.  grant  the'full  leave  of  absence  provided  by  statute 
under  annual  leave,  viz:-  thirty  days  to  employees  in  Washington  and  fif- 
teen days  to  employees  in. -the  field,  .and  every  effort  xvill  be  made  to 
arrange -the  work  so  as  to  extend  this  privilege. 

It  is  hoped  that  employees  will  not  find  it  necessary  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  sick  leave  privilege^  but  wherever  this  is  necessary  the' 
privilege  will  be  extended  to  meet  any  emergency.     However,  where  an  em- 
ployee makes  it  a  practice  of  taking  the  complete  annual  and  sick  leave 
year,  aftor  year  the  situation  must  be  anal:^^ed  from  one  of  two  angles;^ 
first,  th^t  the  employees  are  not  .in  physical  condition  to  carry  the  full 
burden  of  the  assignment  they  arc  filling,  or,  secondly,  th^t  they  are 
taking  advantage,  of  the  sick  leave  privilege  for  other  reasons. 

In  the  case  of  employees  who  use  the  sick  leave  privilege  for  the 
first  reason  every  effort  will  be  made  to  give  them  fair  consideration  in 
the  cstablishjnent  of  their  efficiency  rating,  but  it  is  recognized  that 
they  are  not  as  efficient  and  valuable  to  the  organization  as  the  employee 
\?ho  can  work  reg^alarly  and  vho  does  not  find  it  necessary  to  be  absent  on 
account  of  sickness..     If  any  employee  falls  within  the  second  class,  b^oreau 
officials  would  like  to  Imow  who  they  are,  as  it  is  not  desired  to  retain 
them  in  the  organizaytion.  . 

With  the  idea  of  getting  more  definite  information  on  this  phase  of 
attendance  consideration  will  be  given  to  it  in  the ' establishment  of  effi- 
ciency ratings  this  next  period,  and  the  five-year  leave  record  of  any  em- 
ployee who  took  full  annual  and  more  than  twenty  days  sick  leave ■ during 
1924  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Sfiiciency  Committee.

Comm.ua:ication  with  the  former:  office  of  Pablications,  nov/  the  Office 
of  Information  of  the  department,  regarding  publication  matters  of  all  kinds 
particularly  in  the  case  of  inducing  h^,ste,  should  be  raa.de  thi'ough  the 
Division  of  Iniorma.tion  of  this  bureau.     There  have  been  several  instances 
lately  of  direct  communication  betvi/een  authors  of  bulletins  or  originators 
of  ^ob  printing  and  workers  in  the  affice  of  Publications  in  v/hich  effort 
was  made  to  get  quick  action  on  a  certain  job  wathout  consideration  of  the 
other  bureau  material  in  the  works.     It  is  readily  seen  that  the  Office  of 
Pablications  cannot  undertake  to  satisfy. individual  authors  and  workers.

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1.  LIVERPOOL  AGBEES  TO  USE 

UNIVERSAL  COTTON  STAI\rnAEDS. 

The  Liverpool  Cotton  Association  has  cancelled  its  notice  of  with- 
drawal from  the  universal  cotton  standards  agreement  and  has  signed  the 
supplemental  agreement,  according  to  cable  advices  from  Dr.  Taylor,  The 
supplemental  agreement,  to  which  other  European  exchanges  had  formally 
suhscrihed,  provides  for  the  use  of  the  standards  this  year.    With  Liver- 
pool's signatuT'e  to  the  agreement,  the  standard  hecoraes  practically  uni- 
versal in  international  trade. 

The  London  conference  called  to  consider  proposals  advanced  by  Liver- 
pool and  others  will  convene  V^ednesday.    On  account  of  the  press  of  busi- 
ness, Director  of  Regulatory  Work  W,  G.  Campbell  did  not  go  to  London  as 
planned.

2.  STANDARD  TRADING  PRACTICES 

CONSIDERED  AT  CONIEEENCE  HERS. 

Adoption  of  standardized  trade  language  and  marketing  practices  in 
the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry,  and  development  of  methods  of  liandling 
complaints  and  adjusting  disputes  v;ithout  resort  to  the  courts  were  consid- 
ered by  officials  of  the  bureau  in  conference  yesterday  with  committees  of 
the  six  important  trade  organizations.    A  fairly  definite  plan  of  cooperation 
between  the  trade  and  this  bureau  had  been  presented  to  the  trade,  and  the 
meeting  v^as  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  discussing  suggested 
changes  in  the  proposed  plan.     The  department's  proposal  has  been  approved 
in  principle  by  three  of  the  trade  bodies  and  vill  be  considered  by  the 
others  at  their  next  conventions.

3.  STANDARDS  FOR  COTTON 

BAGGING  AND  TIES  ADOPTED. 

Standard  specifications  for  bagging  and  ties  used  on  baled  cotton  at 
gins  were  adopted  at  a  conference  of  cotton  shippers  and  manufactures  of 
bagging  and  ties  held  in  the  Chief's  Office  Monday.     Officials  of  the  de- 
partment v;ho  participated  v;ere:     Secretary  Jardine,  Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  A.  V/. 
Palmer,  H.  T.  Crosby  and  E.  A.  Beveridge.    Mr.  Tenny  opened  the  meeting, 
after  which  Mr.  Palmer  presided.     Secretary  Jardine,  in  welcoming  the  ship- 
pers and  manufacturers  stated  he  xvas  glad 
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they  were  using  the  Department  of  Agriculture  as  a  clearing  house  to  straight 
en  out  their  problems.  He  assured  thorn  that  the  department  wanted  to  cooper- 
ate v/ith  the  trade. 

Action  taken  a.t  the  conference  paves  the  way  for  a  standard  cotton 
tare  of  21  pounds  in  lieu  of  the  irregular  tare  nov/  in  use.    Eagging  manu- 
facturers agreed  to  adopt  bagging  T7eighing  two  pounds  per  yard  as  standard 
and  will  advocate  the  vlsg  of  that  standard  by  their  customers.     Use  of  two- 
pound  bagging  will  be  general  after  this  year  through  the  agreement  of  the 
manufactijxers  wioh  this  bureau  not  to  manufacture  other  than  the  standard  for 
stock  after  1925. 

A  resolution  regarding  ties  used  in  binding  the  bales  xvas  also  adopted 
The  question  of  patches  used  on  bales  to  cover  saiirple  holes  and  to  bring  the 
tare  weight  on  cotton  up  to  the  maximum  allowed  was  left  undecided  pending 
tests  of  patches  submitted  to  this  bureau  by  various  mamifacturers- 

It  is  considered  that  the  action  taken  at  this  conference  paves  the 
way  tox7ard  the  sale  of  cotton  on  a  net  weight  basis.

"I  would  appreciate  it  very  much  if  you  could  make  arrange- 
ments to  have  livestock  quotations  sent  to  us  daily,  as  the  city 
is  under  contract  for  the  sale  of  garbage,  and  the  price  of  same 
is  based  upon  the  average  selling  price  of  hogs."

Eed.eral  grades  for  cottcn  lin'^'.ers  now  being  prepared  "by  the  Cotton 
Division  will  bs  issued  as  tentative  standards  for  "-Ase  during  the  coining 
crop  season.    A  market  ncxvs  service  of  f.o.b.  prices  on  linters  will  also 
he  established  by  the.  bureau  befinnir.^  September  15. 

The  tentative  standards  for  linters  will  be  in  use  one  year,  pending 
the  establishment  of  tho  grades  under  the  cc'tton  standards  act.     This  v/ill 
constitute  a  trial  period  for  the  grades  in  vvhich  to  test  their  practica- 
bility and  to  mcke  any  changes  that  nay  be  found  deairable. 

The  tentative  standard  includes  seven  grades  put  up  in  boxes  similar 
to  those  used  in  the  preparation  of  standard,  cotton  grades.    Each  box  con- 
tains twelve  samples.,  the  linters  produced  in  each  section  of  the  cotton 
belt  being  represented  by  four  samples. 

Tne  market  news  service  will  consist  of  the  iss^iance  of  price  quo- 
tations on  linters  on  the  basis  of  the  J'ederal  grades  from  o'iJJT  offices  at 
Charlotte,  IT.  C.  ,  Atlanta,  C-a. ,  Hew  Orleans,  La .  ,  Mem.phis,  Tenn.  ,  and 
Houston,  Tex. 

2.     AGPICULTURE  Ih'  liEV/  Or.lsm^S 
^  TRi'^-DE  ABEA  TO  EE  SUR^yljED. 

Production,  marketing  and  consumption  of  farm  products  in  Louisiana 
and  Southern  Mississippi  are  being  surveyed  by  this  bureau  in  cooperation 
with  tho  Touisiana  S  bate  University,  the  Mississippi  Agricultiiral  and  Mechan 
ical  College,  the  .Eew  Orleans  Association  of  Commerce,  and  other  public  agen 
cies  to  furnish  an  economdc  bacis  for  production  a.nd  mxarketing  programs  for 
improving  farm  conditions. 

'The  worlc  will  include  a  study  of  city  marketing  and  consum.ption,  farm 
homie  improvem.ent,  general  farm  organization  and  management,  farm,  finance  and 
credit,  and  tenantry.

Active  \7ork  on  the  farm,  phase  of  the 
survey  will  begin  shortly  after  June  1. 

A  d.. tailed  survey  of  the  consumption  of  farm  products  in  ITew  Orleans 
and  v/ithin  the  state  as  a  v/hole  will  be  made  to  determ.ine  how  local  produc- 
ers are  meeting  present  consum^ption  requirements.     Studies  will  be  ma.de  also 
of  markets  outside  the  area  to  which  surplus  products  are  being  shipped.

Mernbers  of  the  IJexv  England  Research  Cc-incil  and  Directors  of  the 
Enperiinent  Stations  of  leiv  Engla.nd  met  in  Boston  on  May  20,  to  di souse 
plans  for  a  study  of  the  ITev7  England  apple  industry.     The  study  \vill  in- 
clude an  analysis  of  production  and  distr ihution  problems  and  v/ill  he 
initiated  some  tine  this  summer.

4 .  SFINIIERS  EEDSPJ.TIOH  TO 

USE  iJlTirERSAL  CQTTOl'J  STAh^DMDS. 

The  Eederation  of  Master  Cotton  Spinners  Associations,  of  Manchester, 
England,  has  cehled  Secretary  Jardine  canceling  the  notice  previously  given 
of  its  intention  to  withdraw  from  the  universal  cotton  standards  agreem^ent 
and  has  authorized  the  signing  of  the  supplemental  agreement  as  amended  at 
the  London  conference  held  last  Wednesday. 

At  this  conference  of  signatories  to  the  sgreement,  arnendments  look- 
ing toward  the  legalization  of  the  agreement  and  various  suggestions  to  in- 
sure the  smooth  working  of  the  whole  scheme  were  unanimously  approved.  The 
proposal  providing  for  a  , two-year  standard  instead  of  requiring  that  the 
standard  he  prepared  annually  was  also  "unanimously  approved  and  it  was 
agreed  that  the  next  m.eeting  for  the  preparation  of  key  sets  he  held  in 
March,  1927. 

The  conference  was  held  at  the  American  Embassy  and  was  presided  over 
by  Dr.  Taylor.    Ambassador  Houghton  delivered  a  short  address  of  welcome. 

5.  CAMPAia^i  Ui^'DER  WAY  TO  EAI^ILIimiZS 

CIASSERS  WIIH  UNIVERSAL  STAIDARDS. 

As  part  of  the  campaign  to  familiarize  classers  throughout  the  cotton 
belt  with  the  universal  standards,  the  Cotton  Division  is  v;orking  with  co- 
operative associations  and  agricultural  colleges  in  training  men  for  this 
\7ork. 

George  Butterworth,  Specialist  in  Cotton  Classing,  has  recently  re- 
turned from  Memphis  where  he  conducted  a  three-weeks  course  in  grading  for 
the  benefit  of  classers  employed  by  the  _AiioriC8;n  Cotton  C-rowors'  Exchange.

A  gale  from  the  east  and.  heavy  head-on  seas  for  three  days  cau'^.ed 
the  U.  S.S.  President  Roosevelt  on  xvhich  Leon  M.  Estabrook  was  a  passenger 
to  lose  24  hours,  and  made  it  one  day  late  in  landing  Ur .  Estahrook  at 
Cherbourg.     In  cornrienting  on  his  trip  over,,  Mr,  Estabroo?^  wrote: 

'"The  Roosevelt  is  a  fine  boat  and  the  service  is  the  best  I  have 
seen.     The  cabins  are  large  and  well  venti].ated.     rr.e  promenade  decks  are 
large  and  protected  with  glass  windows.     Tl:e  cooking  iz  very  good,  and  the 
music  excellent.     Moving  pictures  are  shown  every  evening  and  there  are 
games  during  the  day.     [The  sea  air  has  made  me  both  hungry  and  sleepy. 

"i  have  made  a  n-ijmbcr  of  acquaintances  on  board.    Mr.  Shirras,  a 
Scotchman,  Director  of  the  Labor  Department  in  India,  and  formerly  in 
charge  of  agricultural  statistics,  he.s  promised  to  give  letters  of  intro- 
duction to  the  proper  officials  in  that  coimtry.     Cel.  Bester  of  South 
Africa,  will  do  the  same.     Have  had  talks  with  Mr.  Keide,  President  of  the 
Chicago  Stock  Yards,  and  several  m.anufactu.rers  aboard  have  expressed  inter- 
est in  ray  work. 

"One  afternoon  the  captain  invited  m_e  to  take  tea  in  his  cabin  v;ith 
a  fev;  other  guests,  after  which  we  ivere  shown  through  the  instrment  room 
the  bridges.     This  boat  steers  itself,  that  is,  it  is  set  on  the  desired 
course  and  keeps  it  automatically  by  m.ean,';  of  an  instrument  ge.ared  to  a 
gyroscope.     The  hold  is  divided  into  eleven  watertight  compartments  so  tha: 
two  or  more  xvould  have  to  be  smashed  before  the  boat  could  sink.     Then  there 
are  automatic  devices  for  indicating  smoke  or  fire  in  any  part  of  the  ship. 
The  latest  device  is  for  finding  the  direction  of  a  radio  sending  station. 
Essentially  it  is  a  Vv'ire  suspended  across  a  compass  with  a  pair  of  ear 
'phones.     When  a  radio  message  is  received,  the  frame  holding  the  wire  is 
turned  until  the  sound  is  loudest  and  the  wire  shows  the  direction  of  the 
station.     This  will  enable  a  shir)  to  go  straight  to  another  .ship  in  distress 
on  receiving  a  distress  call  regardless  of  time,  weather  conditions,  or  mis- 
takes in  describing  positions. 

"Curiously  enough,  most  of  the  passengers  on  this  voyage  are  German- 
Americans,  and  I  hear  more  German  spoken  than  English."

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1.  GRADES  TOR  FEED  OATS  AHD 

MIXED  FEED  OATS  ESTABLISHED. 

Federal  grades  for  feed  oats  and  mixed  feed  oats  have  been 
established  by  the  Secretary  effective  September  1  under  the  United  States 
Grain  Standards  Act.    These  standards  are  in  addition  to  grades  for  oats 
now  in  effect* 

The  new  standards  are  designed  to  care  for  the  grading  and 
designation  of  feed  grain  now  fo"und  in  coiranerce  in  considerable  quantities 
which  consists  largely  of  oats  but  does  not  meet  the  minimum  requirements 
of  the  present  oat  standards  because  of  the  presence  of  varying  amoiints 
of  wild  oats  and  other  grains. 

Confusion  and  misunderstanding  have  arisen  in  the  merchajidising 
of  such  products,  due  principally  to  lack  of  definite  descriptive  terms 
and  the  wide  range  of  quality  and  condition  of  such  products  delivered 
under  contracts  in  which  indefinite  terms  have  been  employed.    It  is 
believed  by  members  of  the  Grain  Division  that  much  of  this  confusion 
will  be  obviated  through  adoption  of  the  grade  and  class  designations  by 
the  trade,  and  official  inspection  of  such  grain, 

2.  REVISED  PEANIJT  GRADES 

TO  BE  EFFECTIVE  SEPTEI.CBER  1. 

At  the  convention  of  the  Southeastern  Peanut  Association  at  Pensacola, 
Fla.,  May  29  and  30,  H.  W.  Samson  and  P.  D.  Rupert  met  with  the  rules 
committee  and  after  extended  conferences,  modifications  in  the  grades  for 
White  Spanish  and  runner  peanuts  were  agreed  upon.    Although  important 
shelling  interests  were  present  demanding,  radical  changes  in  the  grades 
and  association  trading  rules,  it  is  felt  that  the  compromise  reached  will 
have  the  endorsement  of  the  principal  receivers  as  well  as  of  the  department 
and  the  shellers.

Individual  records  of  the  farm 
business  for  192U  were  obtained  from  about  100  representative  farmers 
in  each  of  two  counties  ( Curry  and  Eoosevelt)  in  New  Mexico  and  from 
about  150  in  Lubbock  County,  Texas,    These  counties  are  not  only  repre- 
sentative of  the  agriculture  of  the  southern  great  plains  region  but 
they  are  also  typical  dry  farming  areas  in  the  two  states*  Lubbock 
County,  Texas,  is  the  center  of  a  rapidly  developing  farming  area  where 
cotton  farming  has  been  shown  to  be  quite  profitable  under  existing  price 
conditions  of  land  and  cotton,  notwithstanding  a  rather  large  climatic 
risk.    L.  H.  Hauter  and  C.  A.  McNabb  represented  the  New  Mexico  Agricul- 
tural College  and  County  Agricultural  Agents  E,  C.  Hollinger  and  R.  R.  Will 
assisted  in  the  work  in  C'^rry  and  Roosevelt  Counties,  New  Mexico,  respec- 
tively.   The  Texas  Agricultural  cooperators  were  Dr.  F.  A.  Buechel  and 
L.  P.  Gabbard,  while  County  Agricultural  Agent  D.  F,  Eaton  and  R,  E.  Karper, 
superintendent  of  the  state  agricultural  sub-station  near  Lubbock,  gave 
much  valuable  information  and  advice. 

On  his  return  journey  Mr,  Weitz  stopped  at  Manhattan  and  Topeka,  Kan, 
Des  Moines  and  Ames,  Iowa,  and  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  confer  with  state  and  college 
officials  concerning  agricultural  statistics  of  these  states.

Hegulaticns  under  the  cotton  futiures  act  have  been  revised  effectiv 
June  15.    Some  of  the  more  im.pcrtont  amendments  include  the  recognition 
01  the  establishmjent  of  an  exchange  inspecoi on  bureau  by  Dhe  Chicago 
Board  of  Trade  and  the  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Ooti-on  Examdners  at 
Houston,  Texas.    The  transferable  unit  has  been  reduced  from  100  to 
25  bales. 

The  reg'olation  dealing  with  costs  has  been  amended  to  provide  that 
the  cost  of  any  of  the  practical  forms  of  the  universal  staxdards  for 
grade  or  color  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  6^,00  f,o»b.  'iJ'ashington  and  for 
shipments  outside  the  continental  United  States  $6.25  deli-s-ered  at 
destination.    These  costs  v/ill  likGv;ise  apply  in  cases  'vhere  ne-;f  samples 
are  furnished  in  replacement  of  old,  except  that  Vvhen  the  number  of  ne'J 
samples  furnished  is  5  0^  less  in  one  box  the  cost  v;ill  be  UO  cents  for 
each  sample.    The  practical  form.s  for  length  of  staple  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  $1.00  f  .o.b,  Vvashington  for  shipm.ents  rithin  the  continental 
United  States  and  $1.25  each  delivered  at  destination  for  shipments 
outside  the  states. 

Fees  for  the  classification  and  certification  of  cotton  have  also 
been  changed.

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1.    ECOITQICY  STRESSES  BY  PSESIDSUT 

AT  GQTORMffilJT  BUS  HIES  S  IISETIHG. 

Economy  for  the  p-orpose  of  tax  red-action  was  the  central  theme  of 
the  addresses  "by  President  Coolidge  and  General  lord,  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget,  at  the  meeting  of  the  "business  organization  of  the 
government  held  in  'Washington  last  night.     The  President  stated  that  he 
desired  to  hold  the  expendit^ores  for  the  fiscal  year  1926  to  $3,575,000,000 
or  $125,000,000  less  than  the  comparaole  expenditures  for  the  current  year 
and  that  the  estimates  for  appropriations  for  the  Government  Departments 
for  1927  should  he  held  to  $3,080,000,000,  exclusive  of  the  Postal  service. 

The  President  further  stated  that  there  would  he  a  surplus  in  the 
Treasi^ry  on  June  30,  1925,  of  approximately  $200,000,000  and  that  he  hoped 
that  for  the  coming  year  the  surplus  might  approxiruate  $290,000,000.  If 
this  object  is  realized  it  will  make  possible  further  tax  reduction. 
General  Lord  traced  the  course  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  its  effort 
to  ciirta,il  expenditures  and  increase  governmental  efficiency.     The  Director 
gave  high  praise  to  the  government  employees  for  their  loyalty  and  whole 
hearted  cooperation. 

The  meeting  v;a.s  attended  hy  Acting  Chief  Olsen,  Business  Manager 
Kitchen,  division  leaders  and  other  a-diiinistrative  officers  of  the  bureau. 
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2.  COIffiEIATSD  V^OOL  GPADES 

F^CEIVE  APPROVAL. 

The  United  States  Standardization  Committee  approved  the  correla- 
tion of  the  American  wool  grades  with  the  "^'average  Bradford  qualities" 
representing  British  grades.     This  committee  met  in  L'r .  \villingm:/Tre  '  s  of- 
fice last  Thursday  and  passed  the  grades  ivithout  change.     Mr.  Vifillingm^Te , 
chairman  of  the  committee,  Mar land  Hobbs,  representing  itoerican  manufactur- 
ers,' and  Warren  E.  Enley,  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  will  take  the  sets 
to  Brrdford,  England,  in  September  for  the  purpose  of  securing^  the  approval 
of  the  Bradford  Wool  Federation. 

It  is  expected  to  promulgate  tlie  x^merican  grades  on  both  a  numerical 
and  nomenclature  basis  when  the  committee  returns  from  Europe  in  the  autumn. 

3.  MSW  EPJICIENCY  REGISTER 

HAS  BEEN  COMPILED. 


The  Efficiency  Committee  of  the  bureau  finished  reviewing  ratings  of 
Washington  personnel  last  v/eek,  and  registers  for  the  different  grades  have 
been  compiled.     An;;'  promotions  for  the  field  clerical  force  will  be  made 
from  uhe  register  compiled  from  ratings  as  of  December  31.     Promotions  in 
the  field  scientific  force  v.ill  be  made  upon  the  basis  of  individual  recom- 
mendo.  tions. 
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4.  ERUKES  TO  EE  INCLUDED 

IN  EOEEIGK  SUiRVEYS. 

A  st-udy  of  the  pr-one  section  of  Bosnia  is  no'vv  "being  made  hy  Edwin 
Smith  and  G-.  C.  Haas,  according  to  recent  advices  from  Lr.  Smith,  whose  re- 
ports from  the  foreign  field  are  among    the  most  instructive  and  construc- 
tive that  the  bureau  receives.     In  a  letter  from  Vienna,  he  says  that  llr . 
Haas  is  giving  him  some  splendid  assistance.     He  further  states:  "l/Vith 
the  prune  production  in  Bosnia,  and  apples  in  the  Tyrol,  Jugo-Slavia  and 
Bohemia,  the  Vienna  office  will  oe  very  helpful  on  crop  estimates  of  the 
future.     The  contacts  I  make  in  these  fruit  districts  I "am  going  to  turn 
over  to  Llr.  Haas  and  gradually  Vienna  will  keep  up  the,  correspondence  xvith  , 
them." 

Mr.  Smith  will  return  to  England  the  latter  part  of  this  month  to 
make  a  three-weeks'  survey  of  English  apple  orchards.     For  two  weeks  in 
July  he  will  he  on  leave.     Later,  he  plans  to  work  out  a  more  effective 
service  on  reporting  European  fruit  crops,  and  further  studies  \7ill  he  made 
of  foreign  noarkets  for  Jtoerican  apples,  oranges  and  grapefruit. 

5.  SCHOOL  FOR  HA.Y  INSHlCTORS 

TO  BE  HELD  AT  AUBURN.  ALA. 

A  school  for  training  Federal  hay  inspectors  will  be  held  at  the 
Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute,  at  Auburn,  beginning  July  13.  Arrangements 
for  the  conduct  of  the  school  were  made  by  the  Hay,  -  Peed  and  Seed  Division 
in  cooperation  with  the  Alabama  Ex:tension  Service  and  the  Alabama  Depart- 
ment of  Agricultiare  and  Industries.     The  school  will  last  for  three  weeks, 
during  which  time  it  is  expected  that  a  rjjmber  of  inspectors  will  be  trained 
and  licensed  for  joint  State-Federal  inspection  work  in  Alabama.    Any  person 
desiring  to  a.ttend  this  school  may  arrange  to  do  so  by  applying  to  the  Hay, 
Feed  and  Seed  Division. 

6.  ALL  OITICIAL  COIE.IDNI CATIONS 

SHOULD  BE  BEYIEOD. 

In  a  memorandum  to  division  leaders,  l/Ir.  Olsen,  Acting  Chief,  states: 
"I  am  informed  that  there  appears  to  be  a  growing  tendency  toward 
the  direct  mailing  of  official  letters  without  such  communications  having 
first  been  reviewed  by  the  Reviev/ing  Section  of  the  bureau.     It  is  realized 
that  unusual  circumstances  may  arise  occasionally  when  it  is  necessary  that 
a  certain  letter  be  mailed  late  in  the  evening  which  justifies  such  action, 
but  as  a  general  princiiJla  I  feel  that  good  organization  and  administration 
require  that  all  officio!  communications  emanating  from  the  bureau,  espe- 
cially those  addressed  to  persons  not  in  the  emiploy  of  the  bureau,  pass 
through. the  Reviev/ing  S-sction  before  mailing.    Any  other  general  arrange- 
ment defeats  the  purpose  of  that  section. 

i\r rangements  have  been  made  and  in  effect  for  some  time  ujider  which 
some  one  is  on  duty  in  the  Revie^ving  Office  until  5.15  and  frequently  later. 
As  a  general  rule  it  should  be  possible  for  all  outgoing  mall  to  be  signed 
and  in  the  Reviewing  Office  before  that  hour.     It  is  also  suggested,  as  a 
means  of  cooperation  v/ith  the  Reviev/ing  Office,  that  mail  be  signed  through-

7.  EIGHT  IITSPECTOHS  ATTS^ID 

HA.Y  SCHOOL  liEBS. 

Eight  inspectors  from  the  eastern  part  of  the  United  States  v;ere  at 
the  Hay  Standardization  Lahoratory  in  this  city  all  last  week  to  receive 
further  training  on  the  timothy  and  clover  grades  and  to  familiarize  them- 
selves with  the  new  Federal  grades  on  alfalfa,  prairie  and  Johnson  hays. 
The  time  was  spent  in  actually  grading  hay,  training  the  inspectors  in  the 
use  of  the  llunsell  system  for  judging  color,  and  in  a  discussion  of  means 
of  improving  the  service  and  of  certain  changes  in  the  methods  made  neces- 
sary by  the  new  grades.     The  training  was  conducted  by  E.  C.  Parker,  K.  B. 
Seeds,  and  W.  H.  Hosterman  of  the  Hay,  Eeed  and  Seed  Division.     On  Friday 
morning  W.  G.  Campbell,  Director  of  Heg"alatory  Work,  spoke  to  the  members 
of  the  school  for  a  few  moments  outlining  his  ideas  of  the  importance  of 
the  service  and  regulatory  work  of  the  department,  and  the  manner  in  which 
such  work  should  be  condiicted. 

The  inspectors  present  included  P.  S.  Dann  of  the  City  of  Doston, 
R.  J.  O'Brien,  New  York  Hay  Exchange  Associa.tion;  S.  IT.  Sv^artv/out,  1-Teiv  Y©rk 
State  Hay  and  Grain  Dealers  Association,  Aubijrn,  H.  Y.  ;  Charles  Ilolin,  Com- 
mercial Exchange  of  Philadelphia;  Guy  S.  Mayo,  New  Jersey  Department  of 
Agriculture;  IT.

GIVES  ASSURANCE  OF  SIIIICT  SMrORCET.fflNT.  ...i.  .'■v.-J 

TifiG  first  conviction  "onder  the  v/.arehouse  act  v;as  obtained  at  Syl- 
vester, Ga.  ,  .last  v/eek  r/hen  a  local  warehouseman  was  convicted  of  violatirjg 
the  act  and  fined  $100.     Hae  strict  enforcement  of  this  act  gives  assurance 
to  farmers  and  others  who  store  products  in  Government  licensed  warehouses 
that  the  provisions  of  the  act  are  strictly  enforced. 

The  warehouseman  was  convicted  of  the  offense  of  issuing  receipts 
hearing  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  required  under  the  law,  hut  after 
his  license  had  expired  on  July  31,  1923. 

It  was  shown  in  the  trial  that  despite  warnings  the  warehouseman  had 
continued  to  issue  the  same  form  of  receipt,  striking  the  word  "honded" 
from  some  of  the  receipts  and  failing  to  do  so  from  others.     In  all,  about 
529  receipts  which  represented  the  warehouseman  as  licensed  hy  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  wore  issued  after  expiration  of  the  license. 
:  "This  conviction  takes  on  added  significance,"  says  H.  S.  Yohe,  who 

assisted  at  the  trial,  "in  view  of  the  repeated  heavy  losses  sustained  by 
farmers,  bankers  and  dealers  in  agricultural  products  through  fraudulent 
Warehouse  receipts  and  other  improper  practices  on  the  part  of  warehouse- 
ijien  which  are  not  under  Federal  supervision. 

"These  fraudulent  practices  consist  of  the  issuance  of  receipts  for 
j)roducts  before  the  commodities  are  in  the  warehouse,  issuance  of  receipts 
tor  commodities  that  do  not  exist,  the  conversion  of  depositors'  commodi- 
ties to  the  warehouseman's  own  use,  and  delivery  of  products  from  ware- 
houses v?ithout  prior  return  of  the .  warehouse  receipt  for  cancellation." 

Whereas  these  practices  are  widespread  in  the  case  of  warehouses 
which  do  not  come  under  Federal  supervision,  only  a  fev  instances  of  the 
kind  have  been  found  in  warehouses  which  are  licensed  under  the  warehouse 
act,  and  in  such  cases  licenses  are  imjncdiately  revoked  and  investigations 
made  with  a  view  to  criminal  prosecution  if  warranted. 

"Since  the  law  aims  to  correct  evil  practices  and  to  protect  ware- 
house paper  which  might  be  pledged  as  security  for  loans  and  makes  it  a 
crimdnal  offense  to  issue  a  receipt  which  represents  the  warehouseman  as 
licensed  when  he  is  not,  it  was  not  necessary  to  establish  the  element  of 
intent  to  defraud,"  said  the  court.     "  Th^e  mere  issuance  of  the  receipts, 
contrary  to  the  law,  without  regard  to  intent  to  defraud  or  whether  loss 
resulted  therefrom,  was  in  itself  illegal."

A  new  regional  office-  for  the  supervision  of  hay  inspection  in  the 
Southeast,  including  the  States  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Georgia,  Florida, 
Alatama.,  Mississippi  and  Louisiana  has  "been  estahlished  by  the  Hay,  Feed 
and  Seed  Division.     Headquarters  for  the  division  will  he  established 
temporarily  in  the  office  of  the  Chamber  of  Coirmerce,  2015  Fifth  Avenue, 
Bir.mingham ,  Alabama . 

The  liay  inspection  work  has  developed  quite  rapidly  in  the  South  in 
the  last  few  months  and  the  need  for  a  supervising  inspector  has  become 
quite  pressirig.     There  has  been  a  local  inspector  at  Birmingham,  employed 
cooperatively  by  this  bureau  and  the  Eirminghsm  Grain  Exchange,  for  over  a 
year  and  arrangements  are  now  under  way  for  establishing  shipping  point 
inspection  thjroughout  the  Johnson  grass -producing  territory  of  Alabama. 

Many  dealers  in  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Louisiana  are 
very  much  interested  in  hay  inspection  and  anxiousr  to  have  an  inspector 
available  v/hom  they  m.ay. call  upon  to  settle  disputes. 

L.  ¥^  Stephenson, who  hs^s  been  in  the  Eansas  City  Hay  Standardization 
Laboratory^nas  been  in  Washington  for  the  past  two  weeks, left  Saturday  for 
Birmingham,  to  take  charge  of  the  new  office.

The  agricult"jire  of  Chins,  was  discussed  before  the  Foreign  Section 
and  other  interested  members  of  the  bureau  Monday  by  J.  Lossing  Buck,  Pro- 
fessor of  j\gricultural  Economics  at  the  College  of  .Agriculture  and  Forestry 
University  of  Hanking,  China.     Sie  lecture  was  illustrated  with  n^jjiierous 
lantern  slides  made  during  his  trip  to  central  and  north  China. 

prof.  Buck  explained  that  although  the  Chinese  put  a  great  deal  more 
labor  per  acre  on  their  land,  they  do  not,  as  a  rule,  harvest  larger  crops 
than  are  usual  in  this  country.     Primitive  methods  of  harvesting  as  shown 
in  the  pictures  indicate  that  Chinese  methods  are  not  only  laborious  but 
wasteful.     Prevailing  impressions  of  intensive  agriculture  in  China  are* 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  market  gardeners  near  the  cities  and 
towns  often  get  tv;o  and  sometirjes  three  crops  from,  the  same  land-  in  the 
same  season.

The  Tabulating  Unit  is  certainly  full  of  p-anch.  for  punching  cards 
keeps  the  unit  a  busy  one.    Data  taken  from  questionnaires  in  practically 
all  surveys  made  by  the  bmeau  are  tabulated  in  this  section.     The  informa- 
tion is  transferred  to  cards  by  means  of  punched  holes  made  by  key  punching 
machines  operated  on  the  order  of  the  typewriter.    Sach  card  is  verified 
in  a  machine  punched  by  another  operator.     If  the  perforation  is  in  the 
proper  place  the  card  will  .tovs  along  like  the  carriage  of  a  t:/pewriter, 
but  if  the  perforation  is  not  in  proper  position,  or  if  the  verifying  oper- 
ator makes  a  mistake  \)y  hitting  the  wrong  key,  the  machine  locks  and  can 
not  be  operated  until  the  mistake  is  rectified. 

A  sorting  machine  arranges  the  cards  in  the  desired  groups  being 
actuated  by  the  perforations.     This  machine  can  sort  100,000  cards  a  day, 
the  operation  being  continuous.     The  printing- tabulating  machine  lists  the 
information  contained  on  the  individual  cards  or  gives  the  sums  of  the 
different  columns  from  a  group  cf  cards,  as  desired.     These  machines  are 
not  the  property/  of  the  bureau  but  are  sec-'ired  on  a  rental  basis,  the  annual 
cost  being  about  $7,000. 

An  operator,  in  a  day,  can  punch  from  1,000  to  2,500  cards,  accord- 
ing to  the  difficulty  in  reading  the  figures  from  the  schedule  and  the  num- 
ber of  items  covered  by  each  schedule.    As  rany  as  10,000  cards  have  been 
punched  and  verified  by  the  section  in  a  day. 

There  are  24  persons  in  this  section  under  the  supervision  of  E.  J. 
IrVay.     The  unit  operates  like  cloclcwork,  and  including  the  punching  activi- 
ties, it  is  like  a  time-pujiching  clock.    Kany  of  the  specia,l  tabulations 
must  be  completed  on  a  given  date  as  well  as  the  regiilar  monthly  reports, 
so  that  the  v/ork  mixst  progress  in  accordance  with  a  definite  schedule. 

Each  operator  makes  a  daily  report,  and  during  the  "'jnusually  busy 
periods,  the  work  accomplished  from  day  to  d£.y  is  indicated  on  a  progress 
char  t .

"If  the  average  American  v/ould  not  like  iParis  upon  first  sight,  I 
will  guarantee  that  he  would  after  having  knocked  around  Europe  for  almost 
six  months,  as  ha^  been  my  C8,se,"  writes  Edwin  Smith  in  an  unofficial  com- 
munication.   "  'Liberty,  EquaJity,  Fraternity'  is  plastered  all  over  the 
place  -  even  stenciled  on  the  ancient  edifice  of  Kotre  Dame."    And  referring 
to  the  individuality  of  the  Franch,  I.'r .  Smith  says  "Imagine  one  of  the 
largest  v/holesale  firms  being  operated  on  the  basis  of  fift^r  or  sixty  sales- 
men acting  as  individually  on  a  coirmissicn  basis  as  if  the  fruit  t'nat  they 
sold  was  their  own  business.     One  banana  salesman  in  this  firm,  was  a  grower 
from,  the  Canary  Islands  who  sold  his  ovm  frmt  and  split  commissions  with 
the  firm  in  whose  premdses  he  operated.     Paris  is  the  first  city  in  Europe 
where  I  received  any  degree  of  personal  service  as  regards  la-ondry,  press- 
ing, clea,nirjg,  etc.  ,  comparable  to  that  in  the  United  States.     They  seem  to 
be  one  European  people  that  can  get  a  little  pep  into  their  actions.  And 
when  it  comes  to  fcod,  ah,  let  us  not  get  sta,rted,  because  the  French  are 
supreme . " 

On  his  way  to  Spain,  V.r .  Smith  passed  through  charmirig  French  land- 
scape.    He  says  "The  farmers  were  busy  with  their  spring,  work,  and  they  sll 
seemed  to-<  be  doing  the  sam.e  thing  -  rolling  the  sprir^  m.eadows  and  fall 
wheat.     -The  rollers  wore  usmlly  draw.n  by  one  horse,  v/hich  the  farmer  was 
leading. 

".A.fter  running  an  hour  or  tv/o  southv/est  of  Paris  the  vallej'sand  hills 
flatten  out,  the  patches  of  ' strip- farm-ir^g '  change  into  broad  fields  with- 
out fences  or  trees,  and  one  might  readily  believe  that  they  were  riding 
through  a  section  of  one  of  our  western  states,  such  as  the  Red  River  Valley, 
v;cre  it  not  for  the  noticeable  absence  of  a.utomobiles  passing  over  the  coun- 
try roads. 

Southern  France  Different 

Fromi  Polling  Country  North. 

"On  av,'akening  in  Southern  France,  how  different.'    A  lack  of  moisture, 
sandy  soil,  grapevines  everyvhere.     Soon  I  v;a.s  to  have  my  first  glimpse  of 
the  L[edi terransan,  which  was  just  as  blue  and  just  as  smiling  in  the  s^Jin- 
light  as  it  alv/ays  had  been  reputed.     As  I  rode  o^'cr  its  heaving  bosom'  that 
afternoon  in  a  Spaniard's  launch  plying  out  of  Barcelona,  v;hat  a  reverie  I 
had  as  thoughts  passed  thro^igh  ray  mxind  relative  to  the  part  that  that  body 
of  water  had  played  in  the  development  of  the  huma,n  civilization,  from  the 
time  of  the  Phoenicians  down  to  the  present  cruise  of  Kir^  George  and  Cjjieen 
Mary. 
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"But  at  last  I  am  to  open  my  suitcases,  show  my  much-vise 'd  passport 
and  step  over  into  Spain.  Whoever  invented  the  slovif-moving  picture  got  his 
inspiration  in  Spain. 

'•'lly  first  impression  of  the  Spanish  people  was  centered  in  the  fact 
that  only  ahout  50^  of  them  wear  shoes.     'The  balance  wear  a  sort  of  a  can- 
vas slipper  or  sandal,  with  or  without  stockings.     I  saw  a  company  of  Span- 
ish soldiers  without  shoes  or  stockings,  but  with  those  sandals. 

"In  one  respect  the  Spaxiish  workman  is  like  an  American.     He  likes 
to  ride  around.    But  while  the  American  laborer  rides  in  a  Ford  coupe,  the 
hombre  goes  along  on  a  burro.     It  is  a  ludicrous  sight  to  see  a  210-pouiid 
man  seated  side-wise  on  a  175-pound  burro,  his  great  basket  of  tools  hang- 
ing from  the  other  side.    And  the  b^arro  ambles  along  as  if  the  Joke  was  on 
the  hombre. 

"There  is  a  marked  absence  of  four-wheeled  vehicles  in  Spain.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  trucking  is  done  on  great  tv/o-wheeled  carts.     Nearly  all 
of  the  12,000,000  cases  of  oranges  are  hauled  down  to  the  ports  in  this 
manner,  a  motor- truck  being  very  unusual.    One  horse  v/ill  take  as  m.any  as 
4,000  pounds  at  a  load.     Two  horses  hitched  tandem  v/ill  take  as  much  as 
5,000  poLinds  per  load.     One  of  the  funniest  sights,  and  one  very  frequently 
seen,  is  to  have  one  of  these  carts  with  a  good-sized  horse  in  its  shafts, 
then  a  pony  in  front  of  the  horse,  and  a  shaggy  little  rat  of  a  burro  in 
front  of  the  pony. 

"There  are  no  improved  roads  in  these  parts.  The  present  roads  have 
been  doing  very  well  since  about  500  B.C.  so  why  should  the  present  genera- 
tion expect  anything  better. 

"Valencia  is  slightly  smaller  in  population  than  Seattle,  out  a 
couple  of  times  larger  than  Spoka.ne  and  is  one  of  the  most  important  orange 
shipping  points  in  the  world, 

"I  suppose  Valencia  has  the  purest  milk  supply  of  any  city  in  the 
world.     Standing  in  front  of  ray  hotel  I  saw  a  boy  driving  six  goats  dov/n  the 
street.     His  little  sister  came  out  of  a  house  v/ith  a  pint  can.     He  held  one 
of  the  goats  and  she  milked  it,  took  the  mdlk  in,  and  then  they  went  on  to 
anether  house.    About  two  blocks  from  the  hotel  is  an  open  place  in  the  side 
of  a  building,  across  which  is  a  counter.     People  line  up  in  front  of  the 
counter  v/ith  buckets  and  pails.    Back  of  the  counter  in  the  building  v/ere 
five  fine  looking  ccws.    A  customer  would  hand  over  her  bucket  a.nd  the  ac- 
commodating dairy  maid  v;ould  draw  a  measure  of  fresh  milk  from  the  cov/  into 
the  bucket.     Inside  of  five  minutes  it  would  be  on  the  brea^kfast  ta.ble  and 
the  bacteria  never  would  have  a  ch9,nce. 

Spain,  a  Country  of  Contradictions 

and  l.arvelous  Undeveloped  Opportunities . 

"To  me  Spain  is  a  country  of  contradictions.     The  walls  of  a  hotel 
v/ill  be  of  the  most  solid  .masonry  and  the  doors  and  windov/s  of  the  most 
flimsy  m^aterial  and  poorest  workmanship  imaginable.     The  plasterwork  on  the 
ceiling  v/ill  be  of  the  most  exquisite  moulding,  v/ith  mural  paintings  the 
equal  of  which  might  not  be  found  in  any  hotel  in  Chicago,  but  v/ith  a  floor 
of  the  roost  v/orthless  tongue  and  groove  pine  lumber.     Traveling  first  class 
in  Spain  means  tha.t  one  is  entrained  in  a  coach  that  once  \  as  glorified  v/ith 
red  plush  and  lace  head  drapes,  but  mounted  on  a  chassis  of  a.  caboose,  ha.v- 
ing  only  four  v/heels,  one  of  v/hich  is  flat. 
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"Spain  is  a  country  of  marvelous  opport-jinities  undex'elopel.  The 
southern  part  h^s  a  climato  that  backs  California  off  the  map.    Although  pro 
ducing  for  centiriGs,  the  soil  seems  wonderfully  productive  and  vmen  irri- 
gated grows  good  crops  of  grain,  rice,  fruits  and  vegetahles.     One  sees  rnany 
fig  trees  and  the  olive  is  all  over  the  place.     Spanish  fruits  and  vegetable 
seem  to  take  on  super-fine  eating  q-oalities.     [Their  oranges  are  superb. 

'^v/hen  it  comes  to  n:ediaevpl  customs,  the  city  as  v/ell  as  the  country 
f-arnished  some  interesting  details.     Valencia  \/ith  i-DS  300,000  population 
Gtill  has  its  town  criers  at  night. 

Tne  lav/n-mov/er  buriness' is  mighty  poor  in  Spain.     In  nearly  two  week 
in  the  country  I  have  not  seen  one  single  square  foot  of  lawn.  Consequently 
they  do  not  play  tennis  or  golf.    Neither  do  they  go  in  for  swimming  or  boat- 
ing.    Tliey  say  the  Spaniard  hates  v;ater  and  that  bath  tubs  are  a  rarity. 
That  may  account  for  the  excessive  use  of  perfumes.     The  only  time  I  ever 
enjoyed  visiting  a  fish  market  v;as  in  Barcelor^..     The  odor  of  perfume  was  so 
strong  and  pleasari-c  that  the  usu.al  stench  was  not  noticed.    Often  when  a 
tram  car  passes  it  smells  like  a  huge-  bouquet. "
